He was only 
twenty years of age when he invent- 
the air brake. Going to Troy one 
y, a delay, caused by a collision 
between two freight trains, suggested 
to Mr, Westinghouse the idea that a

In his first experiments, he  at- 
tempted to use steam for working the 
brakes, but the plan was not feas- 
ible, as experience showed. An art- 
fcle on the employment of compress- 
ed air in drilling the Mont Cenis tun- 
ne] suggested to Westinghouse to try 
compressed air instead of steam in 
evolving the Westinghouse air brake 
in its original form. The first patent 
on his invention was issued April 13, 
1869, and in the following year the 
Westinghouse Air Brake Company 
was organized. The inventor found 
it very difficult at first to introduce 
his invention. The railroads had lit- 
tle confidence in the possibility of 
stopping a train with “wind.” West- 
inghouse among other railroad mag- 
nates approached Commodore Van- 
derbilt, but the latter broke off the 
interview by saying “I have no time 
to waste with fools.” 

Young Westinghcuse did not lose 
bis courage, bowever, and at last 
gucceeded in obtaining the consent 
of the superintendent of the Steuben- 
ville division of the Panhandle rail- 
road to test the air brake on a-train 
of cars.

He estab- 
lished large works in the United 
States, England, Franee and Germany 
for the manufacture of air brakes and 
electrical machinery, and became the 
head of corporations representing a 
capitalization of more than $100,000,- 
000 and giving employment to more 
than 25,000 men. In recognition of 
his eminent services to science and 
industries, foreign governments con- 
ferred decorations upon him, scienti- 


Be Settled in (ur 

Delegates from England, France, 
Holland, Germany, Denmark, Sweden, 
Russia and Norway will meet June 17 
next to decide the status of Spitz- 
bergen, those Arctic islands famous for 
the point of departure for many Arc- 
tic expeditions. 

The congress is due to an invitation 
of the Norwegian goveinment made 
five years ago. The powers. which 
will be represented at Christiania 
next June are those which in the first 
instance signified their willingness to 
accept the Norwegian. invitation. 
American participation is justified on 
the ground of tte important coal min- 
ing interests in American hands. 
There are also four British com- 
panies engaged in the coal industry, 
which is the chief mineral exploited. 
The Germuns possess an excelient 
meteorological and wireless tele 
graph station. 

The problem of policing the islands 
has..long been a pressing one, and 
“this question bas naturally formed 
the chief concern of the three North- 
ern Powers, Norway, Sweden and 
Russia, who, by virtue of their spec- 
ial interests. have ugreed io submit 
to the general conference a draft con- 
vention based upon a memorandum 
by the Norwegian government. By 
this agreement—if the original text 
is confirmed at the preliminary meet- 
ing on June 4—Spitzbergen is to be 
declared neutral territory open to all 
nations and under international con- 
trol. The administration is to be in 
the hands of a commission composed 
of one representative for each c: the 
three powers. The cost of admin- 
istration is to be covered by land 
taxes and other taxes, which, how- 
ever, are to be subject to the assent 
of all the signatory powers.

It is proposed that the conven- 
tion shall be renewable every eigh- 
teen years.

SHED LIGHT ON HISTORY 


Sir John A. Macdonald’s Papers and 
Letters Are Placed in 
Archives 


A remarkable collection of docu- 
ments and letters bearing upon the 
politica. history of Canada and re- 
garded as one of the most valuatle 
ever handed over to the crchives of 
Canada, has just been presented to 
that institution by Sir Joseph Pope. 
It comprised all of the correspond- 
cace and papers of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald and covers the whole of the 
great premier’s life from boyhood al- 
most to the day of his death. The 
papers number n ¥Y 100,000. 

On the death of Sir Jobn a stipula- 
tion was niade that these documents 
should be withheld from public use 
for a stated period, and they have re- 
mained in the custody of his former 
secretary and biographer, Sir Joseph 
Pope. This restriction has now been 
removed, except with respect to cer- 
tain papers bearing upon questions 
still before the country and relating 
te persons who are still living. 

All the papers have been well pre- 
served and are invaluable in their 
bearing upon the political history of 
the country covering as they do in 
closest detaii the period from 1867 to 
1892. They are now being bound for 
transfer, te the archives, where they 
will shortly be available for public in- 
spection. They shed new light on 
some of the events of Canada's his- 
tory.

Grain and many varieties of vege: 
tables grow in the utmost profusion, 
said Mr. Haskins, and there is an ex- 
cellent market for everything that 
can be grown. Last season, Mr 
Tromley, a settler, who has been on 
Wawson creek or the last eleven 
years, grew fifteen tons of potatoes, 
and then Mr. Haskins had to bring 
his supply from lower down the 
Peace, at Dunvegan. Barley, oats, 
onions, wheat, turnips—to nention a 
few things—all do exceedingly well, 
and large quantities of 3ereals were 
grown in the Peace district last sea- 
son. * 

The development of this new coun- 
try within the short space of three 
or feur years has been enormous, and 
the settler who goes in now is by no 
means leaving civilization behind 
him. At Grande Prairie aad Sasl.a- 
toon lake are a branch of the Bank 
of Commerce, a flour mill, sawmills 
and three stvu~es, 
mill is to be established by Mr. Trom- 
ley on Dawson creek. 

Another town which Mr. Haskins 
ays is going ahead is thai of Peace 
Weer cros3ing, where ranches within 
one mile of the river ar selling for 
large sums, and whee a fine hotel 
nes been put up. 


Transportation Facilities 


Three railway companies with four 
lines are racing each other into the 
very heart of this country. The Dun- 
vegan and Edmonton line now runs 
trains to the east end of the Lesser 
Slave Lake, and is surveyed to the 
Big Smoky river, where it will senda 
branch down to Peace River crossing 
and another to Grande Prairie and 
Dunvegan. The Canadian Northern 
plans another line along the north 
shore of Lesser Slave Lake, and has 
1 shed up from the south to the Mc- 
Leod river on its way to Grand Prai- 
rie, Pouce Coupee and beyond. Its 
surveys have been extended to Swan 
Lake, and must run, Mr. Haskins says 
u awson c.eek. From the west, the 
pai Great Eastern is surveyed to 
the east from Pine Pas3. Al] these 
railways will be into this country 
three years from now, and its re.i- 
dents believe that huge fortunes 
await the man Who goes in at once. 

Settlers are already proving up on 
some homesteads and coming out. 
These*men are ready to sell teamy 
machinery and so on, though, of 
course, the price in there is not 
cheap.

Tie Esquimaux are a mo3t unique 
nation, an Ar tic tribe entirely differ- 
ent from other peop -s. Their terri- 
tory is about F,000 miles in length ex- 
tending from Mt. Elias to Greenlana. 
They call themselves, not “Usquimaux, 
v hich 3ig> fies, ‘‘Eater; of Raw 
Meat,” but “Innhu " meaning men. 
In common with other prir itive peo- 
ples they believe that in them is in- 
carnated the very essence of hum.- 
its. 

In winter he jce-hut of this won- 
derful race may be foundas far north 
jas ninety ccgrees. On account of 
their unique position they like what 
the white race abhors and vice versa. 
In New York with the temperature

Tree Roots.
